MINUTE ORDER: The Court has received the parties' IT Joint Status Report, which 
indicates that Defendant has located responsive records and plans to make a series of 
monthly productions. Defendant intended to release its first batch of responsive 
records, namely those responsive to items 1-4 of the Freedom of Information Act 
request, on or before July 15, 2019. In the event that Defendant did not complete that 
production, at this time the Court simply instructs Defendant to produce any remaining 
documents from items 1-4 of the request by no later than AUGUST 15, 2019. The 
Court adopts the remainder of the parties' proposed schedule. As to items 5-9 of the 
request. Defendant shall process a minimum of 1,000 pages per month and shall make 
releases every thirty days beginning on AUGUST 15, 2019. The parties shall file 
another Joint Status Report by no later than JANUARY 13, 2020, identifying the 
current status of Defendant's processing and production and proposing a schedule for 
further proceedings.
